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Nimitz Lauds 
133 Ships of 
Third Fleet

GUAM, Aug. 16.—(?)—Ameri- 


can and British fighting ships | 


which played a major role in the 
final weeks of the war in batter- 
ing Japan into surrender were 
identified today by Adm. Nimitz. 

Packing a wallop of more than 
1,000,000 tons of fighting steel, this 
great naval armada under Adm. 
Halsey ranged up and down the 
Japanese coastline, bombarding 
‘enemy cities and lashing inland 
targets with swarms of carrier air- 
craft. 

America’s newest and most pow- 
erful men o'’war—105 of them— 
and 28 British combat vessels 
made up the fighting line flung 
against the reeling enemy. 

1,500 PLANES RUINED 

More than 1,500 Japanese planes 
were destroyed or damaged in the 
weeks this great Third Fleet har- 
ried the enemy’s seaboard. It also 
took a toll of nearly 1,000 Nippon- 
ese ships and small craft—sunk, 
ships and small craft — sunk, 

beached, burned or damaged. Im- 
~™mense damage was dene to war 
plants, industrial areas, air fields 
and other ground targets. 

A light American surface unit 
was the only vessel damaged in 
the 37 days of operations, broken 
at times by raging typhoons. 

In all, there were eight Amer- 
ican and one British battleship in 
Halsey’s armada, 16 American 
and four British aircraft carriers, 
19 American and six British cruis- 
ers and 62 American and 17 Brit- 
ab ish destroyers. In the fleet’s train 

were scores of tankers, ammuni- 
tion ships, escort carriers, destroy- 
er escorts and miscellaneous sup- 
ply vessels. In addition, subma- 
rines of the Pacific fleet gave sup- 
port with their offensive oper- 
ations, search patrols and rescue 
actions. 

FOURTH ATLANTA 

Among the cruisers Nimitz 
proudly named was the 541-foot 
USS Atlanta, whose five and four- 
inch guns carried the war on to 
Japan after its predecessor, the 
third USS Atlanta, was lost in the 
battle of Guadalcanal on Novem- 
ber 13, 1942. 

Georgians bought $63,397,879 


fourth ship in a drive launched 
the night the Guadalcanal loss 
was announced. 

In a statement accompanying 
the honor roll, the admiral of the 
fleet paid tribute to the tireless 
service forces which moved sup- 
plies across the Pacific and de- 
livered them at sea to the fighting 
craft. 

This “great accomplishment,” 
Said Nimitz, made it possible for 
the bombardment forces “to con- 
tinue their successive punishing 
blows against the Japanese home- 
land.” 

MIGHTY BATTLEWAGONS 

Topping the roll of fighting 
eraft so proudly announced were 
such mighty battlewagons as the 
lowa, Missouri and Wisconsin— 
biggest and most powerful of the 
American Navy. With the New 
Jersey, which was not with Hal- 
sev at this time, they form the 
45,000-ton lowa class. Their 16- 
‘inch rifles helped to lay waste 
military targets near the Japanese 
coast. 

Other American battleships 
were the Massachusetts, Indiana, 
South Dakota, North Carolina and 
Alabama. The British battleship 
in this bombardment force was 
HMS King George Fifth. 

American carriers from whose 
decks man-made typhoons swept 
against the enemy homeland in- 
cluded 10 of the 27,000-ton Essex 
class and six of the Independence 
class.

ciers, builders are prepared to con- 
struct 450,000 homes at a cost of 
$2,475,000,000. This survey pre- 
dicted construction of 750,000 
homes in the second postwar year, 
topping the peacetime average by 
50,000, and estimated probable 
building of 1,000,000 homes in the 
third year.

RECONVERSION PROBLEM

000,000,000 a year. 

Current productive capacity for 
plumbing fixtures would permit a

ing, the bureau said, but lumber 
supply will be restricted for a 
time by shortages of logging equip- 
ment and skilled woods labor. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
has estimated there currently are 
1,120,000 construction’ mechanics 
in civilian life, 440,000 helpers and 
experienced laborers and 400,000 
inexperienced laborers.

Gen. Kiyotomi Okamoto, military 
attache to the Japanese legation

‘While there is nationwide rejoicing 
that the government is moving with alac- 
rity to lift every wartime restriction pos- 
sible, it is reassuring to note that the ad- 
ministration has pledged itself to continue 
price and wage controls in effect until 
all danger of inflation has passed. 

Without delay, the OPA has abolished 
the rationing of gasoline, fuel oil, canned 
goods and other items of which an ade- 
quate supply is available. 

But, almost simultaneously, the OPA 
has announced its intention of maintain- 
ing rationing of scarce items—such as 
meat, tires, automobiles, etc.—so long as 
their scarcity necessitates apportioning 
the gvailable supply to insure a fair-sHare 


for all. <a 
And, even more important, the OPA 


has declared that it will continve to en- 
force price controls on. food, rent and 
other essentials commonly included in 
cost of living compendiums. 

This assurance, coupled with the direc- 
tor of stabilization’s pledge that he in- 


tends to hold the line on wages, augurs — 


well for our economic future. 

Of course, it was to be expected that 
the government would not set out to re- 
peat the mistakes of the last war. 

With the tragic experiences of 1918-20 


so freshly in our minds, only the most 
foolhardy would dare argue for immediate 
dropping of all anti-inflation controls. A 
firm stabilization program must be kept 
in effect if we are to escape the economic 
chaos which overtook us following the 
first World War. It is obvious that con- 
trols must be maintained on both prices 
and wages until such time as production 
catches up with demand. 

Reconversion Director John Snyder 
seems fully aware of the importance of 
maintaining stabilization measures. 

“The greatest single danger to an or- 
derly reconversion lies in the threat of 
inflation,” he said yesterday. “We cannot 
and must not repeat our folly after World 
War I.” : 

There will, of course, be increasing 
pressure in the weeks ahead for a lifting 
of price and wage controls. As the pa- 
triotic emphasis which accompanied actual 
fighting fades, more and more demands 
will be made by short-sighted citizens 
eager to profiteer on an abnormal market. 

' These demands must be resisted. 

Inflation is now the biggest threat to 
our postwar prosperity. 

We must not jeopardize the future of 
all for the immediate profit of a selfish 
few.

Had France temporized with those facts 
she would have been rent with a greater 
division than exists; would have set 
against her the men who fought hardest 
for her during the occupation—the re- 
sistance groups. 

France has done with appeasement.

The Bitter Tea 
Of Chaos, Revolution 


The text for today is an old one: 
“Lord, give me this day my daily idea and 
ie 5: forgive me the one I had yesterday.” 
The news from Japan is encouraging. It appears that the Em- 
peror is moving with confidence, even a certain assurance, in send- 
ing members of his family to isolated Japanese troops to order them 
to surrender. :

of the imperial family will be law. 

There are certain indications the liberal element of Japan, which 
we know did exist, has been accepted by the Emperor. Certain of 
our people who have long lived in Japan stoutly have contended 
the Emperor had been used by the military clique. 

That government, retiring today, talks of revenge and-of re- 
building for conquests of the future. 

But, while they retire behind that sort of propaganda, the FEm- 
peror sends His family to order the troops to surrender under the 
severe terms of the Potsdam ultimatum. Indeed, I seem to detect 
a certain jauntiness in the Emperor's words.

. Belief in the invincibility of the Em- 
Japanese Mentality peror is something we cannot under- 
stand. To almost all the Japanese soldiers, the appearance of one 
of the Emperor’s family will be as impressive as the appearance 
of the Son of God would be to American Christians. 

This religious belief, in the divine origin of the Emperor, has 
been used by unscrupuious men to make textile mil! workers toil 
for a few cents per day; to prevent labor from organizing; to keep 
down modern education; to give to the ruling classes a touch of 
the divine because they were close to the Emperor. 

They used belief in the Emperor. 

Japan is ruled—not by the Emperor—but in the name of the 
Emperor. That is difficult to keep in mind and the American, 
confronted with it, is likely to respond, “What of it?” Yet, it is 
important. Even vital. 

Five corporations, or families, controlled not less than 65 per 
cent of the total] business and wealth of Japan. Seventy per cent of 
all the great textile business was in their hands; about 46 per cent 
of all bank deposits. 

They, w@&h owners of what remained, joined with the army 
to produce a docile, obedient people® They ruled the country in 
the name of the Emperor. 

There are no more depressed farm people in the world than in 
Japan. Girls, bound by contract, housed in dormitories at the tex- 
tile plants, from 16 years to 21, worked 10 hours per day for abqut 
24 cents. All wages were low. 

All criticism, all protest was made subject to imprisonment be- 
cause it was dangerous thinking. The Emperor was divine. How 
dare one object to anything in his kingdom? 

Japanese are not Christians. They believe a mystic Shintoism 
which teaches them the Emperor is god. They, the masses, be- 
lieve it as the most devout Christian believes Jesus Christ died 
on the cross to save him from sin.

was, all over this nation, a great 
grocery store forum. . 


The younger mothers, married ten years or less, condemned the 
course of the government in waiting while the Japanese worked it 
out through the Emperor. To them the somewhat similar settle- 
ment with Germany, whose army was left intact in 1918, was 
obvious. They wanted more atomic bombs. 

The older mothers, whose sons were poised for the landing on 
Japanese shores, where waited an untouched army of some 5,000,- 
000 men, were content to let the Emperor have his time at bat. 
The lives of an estimated 1,000,000 American lives would have 
been the invasion cost. 

It seems to me, on the basis of meager information, that the 
military, whose exit line as they left the stage of war was a saber- 
rattling demand for revenge and rebuilding for another try, may 
really have defeated themselves. 

They have insisted the Emperor was divine, 

If he now, giving ear to those Japanese who never cared for 
the military, can hold the worshipful followers in mass, we might 
have a real revolution in Japan. 

The ruling families may be slaughtered in an uprising. There 
would be an ironic justice in this. It will be better for the rest 
of the world if they do. It was they who encouraged the army 
and led Japan in the path of world conquest hoping for more 
riches. They will, if left alive, plot through future years. They 
are the real threats to peace. 

No one may know. But it might be just as well—so long as they 
do not attack us—to allow the Emperor time to let his kin carry 
the news; time for the chaos in the islands to die. Let them drink 
the bitter tea of defeat and revolution. 

It was more than a little significant that, in those weary hours 
of waiting on the day that saw the end. a well-known official was 
permitted to say on radio Tokyo, “The military should be liquidated.”

The Welsh People 
Are Peculiar Folk 


I don't believe this column is going to say any- 

thing very derogatory about the people of Wales. 

Just in case anyone proud of their Welsh blood 

should feel a trifle miffed, however, let it be said here and now 

I am myself of Welsh descent. My paternal great-grandfather came 
from Wales. 

Thoughts for this column got their start when “The Corn Is 
Green,” that picture about Wales, came to a local theater. Those 
who saw it, among varied comment, almost all mentioned one 
feature. That is, the singing. “The Welsh miners,” they remarked, 
“seem to be always singing.” 

Well, that is correct realism. The Welsh people do sing. A 
great deai. And beautifully. I don't suppose there are people, 
anywhere, more gifted vocally than the Welsh. Not even our own 
Negroes. 

There is a Welsh institution known as the Eistedfodd. It is 
a sort of glorified county fair. The climax of an Ejistedfodd is the 
competitive singing, for the championship, between different choirs, 
singing a capella. Until you hear a native Welsh choir singing 
the old hymns you haven’t heard all you should, musically. The 
people travel to these Eistedfodds and pull for their favorites to 
win the choral competition, as other people travel to see national 
athletic contests in their favorite sport, 


; : One year they held the Eistedfodd for 
On the Moonlit River North Wales at New Brighton, on the 


Mersey river. I went to hear them. The programmed singing was 
glorious. But it was coming home on a Mersey ferryboat, under 
clear light of a full moon, that the real glory sounded. For one of 
the choirs was on the boat and sang, under direction of a youthful 
leader, such favorites as ‘‘Nearer My God to Thee,” “Now the Day 
Is Over,” and “Abide With Me.” I'll never forget that. Some- 
times I image that, when I hear the singing of that choir which 
cannot be heard until the spirit has passed through the dark door 
to a new life, it will sound as did that choir of Welsh miners and 
farmers and shopkeepers on that Mersey night so long ago. 

The Welsh, as you probably know, are Celts, belonging to the 
same racial stock as the Irish, the Scotch and the Bretons of French 
Brittany. The original stock of Cornwall, too. 

The Welsh Celts were driven westward into the peninsula 
which is now Wales, by the Saxons, and the other Germanic in- 
vaders of Britain in the days before even the Romans came. 

They have remained there ever since. For centuries they defied, 
successfully, the Saxon and Norman kings of England who would 
conquer them. 

They became a part of, though distinct from, England in the 
reign of Edward J. He won their allegiance by a trick. He prom- 
ised them a prince who could not speak English. They took that 
to mean one of their own, who spoke only the Welsh Celtic tongue. 
The prince he gave them was his own firstborn son, an infant newly 
born who could speak not English nor Welsh nor any language. 

Ever since then the firstborn son of the English monarchs has 


always been the Prince of Wales. 
The Welsh women, in the regions 


Language and Costume away from the cities, have a na- 


tional costume most of them wear. It consists of a plain or checked 
gown, a mantle, a handkerchief of gay colors around the neck and 
shoulders, and a black beaver hat, broadbrimmed and tapering to 
the form of a truncated cone. ; 

In 1911, the last year for which I have statistics, the population 
of Wales was 1,647,290. It was growing, having gained 200,000 in 
the previous decade. Of those, it was said 508,000 knew no Eng- 
lish, or at least habitually spoke the Welsh language. There are 
Welsh-language newspapers in America. 

My father used to say there are only two ways in which one 
can acquire the ability to correctly speak Welsh and to pronounce it 
correctly. One is to be born Welsh. The other is to chew and 
swallow two full-sized wool blankets. 

Personally, my only memories of Wales center around Aberys- 
twyth, a coastal resort where we used, sometimes, to spend a 
vacation. 

It is said the place with the longest name is a tiny village in 
Wales. The name has scores of letters in it, but all I can recall is 
the first two syllables, “Llanfair—.” 

The coal miners of South Wales have had miserable lives, in 
recent years. They have been ill-used economically. Perhaps Brit- 
ain’s new Labor government will improve their lot. 

In a religious way, most of the Welsh people are Nonconform- 
ists--Baptists, Congregationalists, Calvinistic Methodists, etc. 

If love of music is the clue to beauty of soul, the Welsh must 
be of the elect of the spirit.

China To Have a Civil War? 


The negotiations for the surrender of Japan revealed that the 
United States has become the leading Pacific power. Britain, Russia 
and China empowered us to negotiate for all four, and the military 
government of Japan will be under the command of an American— 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. This is not simply the result of the 
atomic bomb. The Pacific war, unlike the European, was mainly 
fought by us, and ours is the Navy and the fleet that controls the 
Pacific ocean. President Truman's announcement that we shall 
have island bases means that we intend to stay there and perma- 
nently exert an influence. 

As a consequence, we cannot escape dealing with major Asiatic 
problems, and the first of these is at hand: a civil war in China, 
which only the common fight against Japan has kept in any kind 
of abeyance. There are two possibilities: intervention or non- 
intervention. The latter means that the civil war will be carried 
to its ultimate consequences—until one or the other side has com- 
pletely defeated its opponent. 

But this is not just a Chinese matter. If the Chinese Commu- 
nists should win, an inevitable alliance between the Soviet Union 
and a soviet China would dominate Asia, and our power would be 
limited to the oceans and the islands of the Pacific, which, for the 
most part, are inhabited by fishes, incapable of bearing arms. 

A total victory of Chiang Kai-shek would, in the Russian view, 
hold the danger that the enormous Chinese population could be 
organized, at some future time, against the Soviets who are building 
up their main industrial area in Siberia, and have on China the 
longest land frontier on earth. 

The same situation exists in the Far East as in Europe, except 
on a larger scale. 


oo : The personalities and ideologies 
Personalities, Ideologies involved are not decisive. but 
play some role. Chiang Kai-shek is a versatile politician. At one 
time or another, he has played on Many sides. The potentialities 
of China are much greater than thoge of Japan, and by and large 
there is no general desire to build up another great Asiatic power, 
with unknown future -aims. 

So we face the same dilemma as in Europe—a dilemma which 
has prevented any rational program for the solution of the Euro- 
pean problem as a whole. Neither Russia, Britain nor the United 
States wants a confederation of Europe, which for the sake of Eu- 
rope is long overdue. But a United States of Europe, with the 
population, resources, and industrial capacity it possesses, would 
be a great power itself. Added to any other of the great powers 
it would upset the triumvirate; therefore, 1t must be kept weak and 
that is the sum total of the great power policy vis-a-vis Europe. 

This is also the only policy toward China which would keep 
the great powers together, and the latter is alone decisive in the 
world as it is, since it is on this that our future peace is founded. 
China will not be restored in its largest dimensions, as of the mid- 
dle of the last century. We will not, for instance, restore Indo- 
china, or Chinese sovereignty oyer Korea; China will be truncated 
by a great power arrangement.’ Manchuria and the two Mongolias, 
for instance, will get a status of “independence” similar to that of 
Poland. But, even then, the problem of China proper remains. 

In the first period of Chiang Kai-shek, in the middle of the 
thirties, an attempt at unification looked promising. But the domes- 
tic antagonisms and ambitions: were too great, and soon the old 
struggle started again. When the Japanese attacked China, a 
precarious settlement was made between the two main forces: 
those of Yenan, the socalled Communists, of Russian orientation, 
and those of Chungking, of—-not American or British—but anti- 
Russian orientation. When the end of the war approached, the 
truce began to dissolve, and with the end of the war there is a 
good chance of outright civil war. 

We have in China only the name of a central government. There 
are three zones: Chungking China, Communist China, and some- 
thing that might be called Vichy China—the collaborators of Japan. 
The fight right now is over who gets Vichy first. We don’t want 
either side to get it, but want peace,through government reform, 
and reconciliation through compromise. If the Russians want the 
same thing, we can probably enforce it.

A governot’s pardon opened the 
gates of Stateville penitentiary 
yesterday for the 37-year-old man 
who since 1933 had been serving 
a 99-year sentence. Gov. Dwight 
H. Green found him innocent of 
the murder of Policeman William 
Lundy for which Majezek was 
convicted. 

His release was the answer to 
the toil and prayers of his 57-year- 
old mcther, Mrs. Tillie Majczek, 
who became a charwoman in a 
downtown skyscraper, mortgaged 
her home and saved allotment 
checks of another son to raise 
$5,000 to prove Joe’s was a “bum 
rap.” 

Majczek’s wrongly imposed pun- 
ishment has not embittered him. 
“I know that nobody escapes his 
share of troubles,” he said. “What 
happened to me was my portion. 
I realize I'll never be able to find 
happiness if I start out with a 
grudge against anybody. 

“I want to get my hands on 
some work—and quick.” 

When Mrs. Majczek had raised 
her $5,000, she inserted an ad in 
the Chicago Daily Times offering 
$5,000 reward “for killers of Of- 
ficer Lundy Dec. 9, 1932.” Times 
reporters investigated and aided 
her in her campaign. 

Mrs, Majczek offered the $5,000 
to the newspaper when her son 
was pardoned but the publishers 
declined, saying they considered 
the case one of community inter- 
est and public service. . 

On the automobile ride home 
from the prison near Joliet. Majc- 
zek remarked how everything had 
changed since 1933. Then he spied 
a Chicago street car and said: 

“They haven’t changed any. One 
of these days I’m going to take 
a long ride on a street car.”

NEW YORK.—With the war over, at least 


we can now begin to think about our first 
duties to the peace. Above everything else, I 
believe we would like to ask our leaders. to 
look upon this period as a crisis requiring the 
same kind of courage, vision and great concep- 
tion as did the period of our entry into the 
War 
Already, for example, there have been 
dictions that in the course of the next few 
months we must have anywhere from five to 
Press: ten million unemployed. Realistically examined, 
ec eae this means a great slump in the confidence of 
Bee * the people in their government. They are going 
to say eubie weiteaiale that, if we could plan for war, why can 
we not plan for peace?

I hope we will not be afraid to raise money and to loan it 
to big and little industries, on the condition that they will imme- 
diately employ men to their full capacity. It may be objected that 
this is not a question of merely having the money; that it takes 
time to install new machinery and retrain men. 

Very well, then, don’t let us call those men unemployed. Let 
us keep them in their jobs, while they are retraining, at a living 
wage. Let us employ as many men as we can in the actual re- 
conversion work. Let us, both in private industry and through our 
government, take up~some particular -objective—such as housing, 
which can be readily adapted to the skills of many people, and 
which will require materials that can quickly be made available. 
We need a great deal of government-financed housing if we hope 
to destroy our slum areas and come out of the war a nation living 
in healthful and decent homes. We have spent tremendous sums 
on the war, most of it for destruction. Even a minute percentage 
of that sum spent now for constructive purposes would keep us 
from having mass unemployment. If at the same time we raise 
the standard of home environment, we will be doing something of 
double value to the nation.

As I watched the crowds in New York 
there were many sober faces—primarily those 
their men were doubtless still in far-off places. One cannot help 
wondering whether the “cease fire” order will reach the Burma 
jungle or an island in the Pacific in time to prevent that last bullet 
which may mean the life or death of the man you love. 

Hope was predominant, however, in everybody’s heart and in 
everybody’s eyes. That hope our leaders must justify. The mili- 
tary occupation that must go on in both the European and Pacific 
areas for some time to come should not keep any man too long 
from his home shores, since, even on a voluntary basis, we can 
doubtless raise enough men to rotate them at fairly frequent in- 
tervals. This will require shipping, but until our reconversion in 
industry is complete we would not be needing that shipping for 
trade purposes. Our markets overseas must-be built up before our 
ships can be completely used in carrying our goods to other lands.

German Cuckoo Clock 
Is Received at Albany

expert here. 

For the weights on the clock, so 
the clock man said, would original- 
ly have been of bronze, but the 
weights actually on it are newly- 
molded pieces of babbitt, indicat- 
ing that the bronze weights had 
been removed, possibly for the 
German war machine.
